As Result Of Study 


Semester System May Be 
Tried In County Schools 


School Superintendent E. F. 
Bardock, who has been studying 
the semester system of operation 
of fcigh schools for the past three 
months has presented a prelimin¬ 
ary report to the School Commit¬ 
tee. The proposed would divide the 
high school year into two five- 
month sessions with examinations 
in January and June. Mr. Ilusby, 
Mr. Jantzie and the members of 
the County Central High School 
staff have been very active in 
considering the implications of the 
new system. One of the major 
advantages that they have report¬ 
ed is that the system will probably 
broaden the choice of subjects that 
students will have an opportunity 
to study. Other major advantages 
of the semester system appear to 
be: 


1) Less loss of time in daily 
review. 

2) A greater sense of urgency 
which seems to promote a more 
sustained effort by the students 
than is the case when the ten- 
month schedule is used. 

3) There appears to be better 
concentration on the part of the 
students in the three subjects 
taken than Is the case with six 
subjects. 

4) Less time is required to com¬ 
plete high school if the student 
is deficient in only one or tWo 
subjects. 

5) The student has an oppor¬ 
tunity to try a difficult subject 
again without a time lapse be¬ 
tween efforts. 

Some of the disadvantages ap¬ 


pear to be: 

1) Attendance at school is very 
important. Students will not be 
allowed to have harvest leave as 
almost a month’s work will be 
covered in the two-week period. 

2) Class loads will have to be 
reduced so that the teachers can 
keep in closer touch with the 
individual student. 

3) More staff may be required. 

As a result of Mr. Bardock’s re¬ 
port, the School Committee en¬ 
dorsed continued study of the 
semester system with a view to 
its possible implementation in the 
County in 1967-68. The final re¬ 
port with recommendations for 
the School Committee to consider, 
will be presented at the March 
meeting.

Fish and Game President and Paul 
Presidente, Provincial Hunter¬ 
training officer, were special 
guests and introduced by Carl Nel¬ 
son, program convener. They pre¬ 
sented trophies to the following;

Absent at the time, Merle Smith's 
name was called out as last year’s 
winner of a special trophy on 
which is the posterior of an ani¬ 
mal. Apparently only close hunt¬ 
ing friends know cause for this 
distinction. 

In his remarks President Joe 
Balia outlined some of the causes 
being promoted or fought for by 
Alberta Fish and Game and im¬ 
portant among these was the pro¬ 
posed legislation requiring licens¬ 
ing of all firearms, and raising to 
16 from 14, the age limit when 
youngsters may handle guns. 

Alberta Fish and Game Associa¬ 
tion is emphatically against this 
legislation, said Mr. Balia and is 
fighting it with the strongest pre¬ 
sentations possible. He felt the 
whole problem of enforced regis¬ 
tration of all firearms has been 
brought about by the assassination 
of UB. President Kennedy and by 
shootings in Quebec and Ontario 
“Where there is a problem,” and 
emotions are dictating people's 
minds rather than quiet reasoning. 

Keeping all boys under 16 away 
from guns under the premise that 
it’s against the law and that guns 
are associated with crime, is only 
going to develope an unhealthy at¬ 
titude and approach to guns, by 
the boy. Mr. Balia assured those 
present that most boys, when they 
reach their teens are going to get 
interested in guns and their best 


introduction to guns and their care 
and safety is from their father or 
a responsible adult. 

The speaker felt Fish and Game 
plays an important part In keep¬ 
ing channels of communication 
open between farmers and hunters, 
otherwise the country would bo 
such more heavily staked out with 
“No Shooting” signs. Another im¬ 
portant medium of communication 
is from Fish and Game to Govern¬ 
ment Wildlife officers and to the 
government itself, whether federal 
or provincial. 

Speaking on the Hunter¬ 
training program, Paul Presidente 
said 58 .instructors’ courses had 
been run with 725 graduates now 
able to take on classes. Much 
credit for this progress, he said, 
must go to Fish & Game Organiza¬ 
tions in Alberta who are mainly 
responsible for their promotion. 

At the conclusion of the evening 
local Past-president John Andrews 
passed the gavel of office over to 
President Dan McNiven who in 
turn presented John with a hunt¬ 
ing knife as a memento of his 
work with the group. Jerry Steiner 
is new vice-president and Bladne 
Middleton is 2nd vice-presidnt.

No student, regardless of whether he is enrolled 
in a Diploma or a Matriculation program, can hope 
to master the content of the courses or compete 
successfully in school and government examinations 
without doing a substantial amount of home study. 
In Grade Nine one and one-half hours are required 
for five nights a week and this increases to three 
hours for those enrolled in the complete Grade 12 
program. Students who have difficulty learning in 
school and students who have heavy course loads 
will require longer schedules of time at home study. 
Their only other alternative is to revise the number 
of courses to adjust to the time they have available. 

Students who are really trying in school and who 
are spending this amount of time on homework de¬ 
serve the encouragement and understanding of both 
teachers and parents. Parents can contribute much 
to their success by seeing that they have a quiet 
place to study, good lighting and enough sleep. School 
is a full time job and parents should consider the 
matter seriously before allowing students to accept 
jobs to earn money. 

Homework consists of doing regular assignments, 
note-making, reading, and doing a systematic review 
whether it is assigned or not. Teachers have a re¬ 
sponsibility to see that the student has a "clear idea 
of what his assignment is before he leaves the class 
and the student has a responsibility to do his work 
effectively and efficiently on his own initiative. 

The habit of studying on one’s own must be de¬ 
veloped early in the educational experience of a stu¬ 
dent if he is to learn to be self-reliant. The student 
who develops this trait will not follow the crowd but 
will make up his own mind. As parents, we realize 
that the modem world is making increasing demands 
on our youngsters and the road to success is not an 
easy one. The challenge of the modem high school 
is a stiff one and parents have an equal, if not 
greater, challenge in seeing that they have done their 
part in providing support, encouragement and, if 
necessary, the discipline to enable students to achieve 
success.
